' ZAYING THE CORNER STONE AT IN- 
DIANAPOLIS. 


-$PEECH BY PRESIDENT HARRISON. 


A Vast Crowd at the Exercises—The Presi- 
dent's Remarks Loudly Cheered—Zelda 
Sequin Sings Patriotic Songs. 


-‘Iwpranaporss, Ind., August 22.—About the 
' ¢Denison hotel, headquarters of President Har- 
rison and party, small crowds had been gath- 
: . ? 

ering from early morning, and at ten 0 clock, 
when the general reception began, the street 
for a square was completely blocked and the 
hotel lobby was a mass of humanity. 

The president received in the parlors, which 
were magnificeutly decorated with flowers and 
bunting. Two lines of people passed up the 
stairway and through the parlor and it is esti- 
mated that in an hour aboat twelvse thousand 
people viewed the president, he giving the 
usual hand shake to fully 5,000. The presi- 
dent’s party included Attorney General 
Miller, Secretary Rusk, Marshal Dan Kans- 
dell and Private Secretary Halford. The 
crowd numbered mostly fellew-townsmen of 
the president who come to pay their re 
spects, the first opportunity offered since he 
took up the reins of the government. There 
was alsomany prominent men from all parts 
of the state in line and to all whom he kuew 
General Harrison bowed in recognition. He 
showed no signs of fatigue at the close, he 
having spent a restful night after his tiresome 
day at Cincinnati. 

LAYING THE CORNER STONE. 

InpDIANAPOL!s, Ind., August 22.—The cor- 
ner stone of the Indiana Soldiers’ and Sail- 
ors’ monument was laid this evening with 
imposing ceremonies in the presence of the 
president of the United States. Men of 
prominence in the United States and thous 
ands of veteran soldiers and sailors were pres-— 
ent. The weather was all that could have 
been asked. Thousands of strangers were in 
the city, which was atiame with color. The 
exercises began with a procession, in which 
8,000 men belonging to state Grand Army or- 
ganizations, state military and local civic or-. 
ganizations. 

The president, 
and Governor Hovoy rode in 
the carriage in the second 
division and was followed by Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller and Secretary Rusk. The presi- 
dent’s appearance on the stand was greeted 
with cheers. The corner stone.was laid with 
G. A. R. ceremonies by Charles M. Travis, 
deputy commander of the Indiana department 
G.A IK. ; : ; 

When the stone had been placed in position 
the national flag was raised, and the “Star 
Spangled Banner’’ was sung by Mrs. Zelda 
Seguin-Wallace. 

Mrief addresses were made by Governor 
Hovey, General Manson, of Crawfordville, 
and General Coeburn, of Indianapolis, after 
which the Baie pene was introduced. 

Mr. President and Fellow Citizens: -I did not ex- 
pect to make any address on this occasion. It 
wonld have been pleasant if I could have found 
leisure to make suitable preparations to have ac- 
cepted the invitation of the committee havin 
these exercises in charge to deliver an oration. 
would have felt it an honor to associate my name 
with an bdccasion so great as this. [Cheers.} It 
geen d to me most appropriate that I should take 
part with my fellow-citizens of Indiana in the 
greetccremony. There have been few occasions in 
the history of our state £o full oi interest, so magnirf- 
cent, so inspiring, as that which we now 
witness. The sugges:ion that a mouument 
abo. id be erected to commemorate the valor 
and heroism of the soldiers of Indiana 
who gave their lives for the flag, attracted my in- 
terest trom the beginning. [Cneers.] Five years 
ago last January when the people assembled in the 
opers louvre yonder to unveil the statue which had 
been worthily set up to our great war governor 
{cheers}, I ventured to express the hope that near 
by it, asa twin expression of one great sentiment, 
there might be builded a noble shaft, not toany 
mnan; vot to bear on any of its majestic face the 
name of man, buta monum:m! about which the 
sons of veterans, the mother; of our dead, the 
widows thatare yet with us, might gather and 
pointing to the stately shaft say: ‘There is his 
monument.” {Cheers.] The hove expressed that 
day is revived now. [Cries of ‘“‘Thank God” and 
cheers. | 

I congratulate the people of Indiana that onr leg 
isiature has generously met the expectations of our 

atriot:c people. ([C.eers.] Does any one say there 

$ was.efulness here? [Cries of ‘No, no!’’) My 
countrymeu, two hundred thousand dollars has 
never passed, and will never pass, from the treas- 
ury of Indiana that will give a better return than 
the expenditure for the erection of this monument.

{ I have witnessed these ceremonies and fisiened 
to these patriotic hyinns, I read in the faces of the 
men who stood about me, that lifling of soul, that 
kindling of patriotic fire that has made me realize 
that on such occasions the pation is laying it in 
future. Thisisthe monument of Indiana to Indiana, 
soldiers, but I beg vou to remember they were only 
the soidiers of Indiana untii the enlistment oath 
was tukeu; thatfrom that hour until tbey came 
back to the generous state that bad sent them forth, 
they were suliiersofthe union. [Great applause}, 
So that irseemed to me not unappropriate that I 
should bring to you today the symputhy of the local 
people of ail the states. {Cheers}. 

No American citizen need ayoid it or pass it with 
unsympathetic eyes for, my countrymen, it does 
not commemorate awar of subjugation, There is 
not in the United States today a man _ who, 
if he realizes what has occurred since the 
war, and has opened his soul to the 
sight of that which is to come, who will not feel 
that it is good for all our peopie that victory 
<Trowned the cause which this monument commem- 
orates. [Cries of amen and applause.} I do ser- 
jously believe thati¢ we can measure among the 
states the benefit of the rnling preservation of the 
union, that the rebelifous states have a larger 
share. [{[Applause.} It destroyed an institution that 
was their destruc ion. It opened a way for com- 
merciai life that ifthey will but embrace it and face 
the light, it means to them a deveiopment that 
Shall rival the best attainments of the greatest of 
our siates. [Applause.[

MAHONE NOMINATED 


with Mayor Denny 


As the Republican Candidate for Governor 
of Virginia. 

Norro.ik, Va., August 22.—When Chair- 
man Mahone called the state republican’ con- 
vention to order at 12:30 this afternoon, the 
academy of music was filled to overflowing 
with delegates, alternates and visitors. The 
air was intensely hot and close. At 12:15 
o’clock the band struck up “‘Dixie’’ and amid 
uproarious applause General Mahone appeared 
upon the stage. 

Chairman Mahone introduced Rev. Vernon 
I. Anson, who opened the convention with 
prayer. The chairman then addressed the 
convention. He held his address, which was 
in proof slips, in his hands, referring to it oc- 
casionally to refresh his memory. 

He returned to the convention chairmanship 
which he had held since the Mozart hall con- 
vention ten years ago. He reviewed the his- 
tory of the party during the time, making a 
sharp attack on what he termed the unfair 
methods of the democratic party at the polls. 
Hie contended that neither men nor capital 
would seek the state so long as this condition 
of things lasted. 
cratic party had wasted public money in 
foolish and vexatious litigation in the matter 
of the public debt. He believed the thought- 
ful and best people of the state were not dis- 
pose to bear the burden of the present taxa- 
tion when over twenty-five per cent of the ex-— 
penses of the government were unnecessary. 

It was 7:45 0,clock when the convention was 
eallod to order tonight by Temporary Chair- 
ynan Wood. The committee on credentials re- 

- ported four contesting deiegations, The con- 
vention decided to seat those having prima 
facie evidence of election, except in Elizabeth 
vounty, where the vote was divided. 

The committee on permanent organization 
reported for permanent chairman Congress- 
man George E. Bowden, of Norfolk, and Asa

was introduced and acknowledged the honor 
conferred upon him in a brief speech. 

At the conciusion of reading and adoption 
of the platform a resolution was adopted ap- 
pointing a committee of ten to take steps to 
change the present pian of party organization. 
General Mahone was appointed on this com- 
mittee. The number of members of the state 
central committee was changed from three to 
five from each congressional district. Colonel 
Wm. Lamb. of Norfolk, then arose and said 
the time had arrived to make nominations for 
a state ticket in an eloquent speech in which he 
declared his love for his native state and his 


own inability to accept any oftice within the. 


gift of the people or of the presidency. 


He nominated for governor General Wil- | 


liam Mahone. The nomination was seconded 
by S. Brown Allen, of Staunton, R.A. Paul, 


colored, of Richmond, who heretofore had - 


been a prominent anti-Mahone republican, 
also seconded the nomination. 

After speeches, General Mahone was nomi- 
nated by acclamation. A committee was ap- 
pointed to notify General Mahone of his nomi- 
nation. He was introduced to the convention 
and accepted the nomination ina brief speech, 
in which he pledged the convention which had 
chosen him as its candidate for governor, an 
active and resolute campaign. 

The convention then preceeded to-complete 
its work. Frank P. Blair, of Wythe, nomi- 
nated Colonel Campbell C. Slemp, of Lee, for 
lieutenant-governor, who was nominated by 
acclamation. Captain Warren 8. Lurty, of 
Harrisonburg, Robert M. Mayo, of Wester- 
land, and Robert Hubbard, of Buckingham, 
were placed before the cunvention for attorney 
general. The work of the convention was fin- 
ished after midnight by the nomination of 
Lurty by acclamation. 

The convention then adjourned sine die.

MURDERED BY A BURGLAR. 


A Bloody Affair in Brooklyn—The Murder- 
ers Caught. 

New York, August 22,—At an early hour 
this morning three thieves broke into the 
grocery store of Chris W. Luca, at Jay and 
High streets, Brooklyn. They were surprised 
at their work by the proprietor, and a hand - 
to-hand conflict took place, during which the 
grocer was stabbed to the heart. The police 
caught one of the men. 
was McElvain and gave a description of his 
companions, who had escaped. He said their 
names were Hawthorn Benson and Thomas 
Quinlan. An alarm was at once sent to this 
city, with a request to watch forthe men. In 
less than an hour Detective Barry had cap 
tured Benson, who, on being taken before In- 
spector Byrnes, was recognizedi as Martin 
Denin, a professional thief and an ex-convict. 
He was surrendered to the Brooklyn officers. 
The other man is being hotly pursued. Before 
Denin had been taken to Brooklyn he sent for 
Inspector Byrnes, to whom he said 

HE WANTED TO CONFESS. 

He said that neither he nor Quinlan knew 
what happened in the store. They were both 
outside watching while McElwain was in the 
store. Suddenly McElwain came rushing out 
of the store. He was covered with blood. The 
prisoner and Quinlan then fled. 

Further details show that the burglars eutered 
the vard in rear of the house and put aladderup 
to the middle second story window. McEl- 
wain was the one selected to goin. He is a 
slight built man and only nineteen years old. 
He opened the window easily and crawled in 
and was making his way to the front room, 
where it was supposed that Mr. Lucakept his 
money box. It was quite dark at the time. 
He had reached the passage way leading 
through the ked room when Mr. Luca was 
awakened by the noise and gct up to see what 
was the matter. He did not wake his wife. 
As he reached the dining room he saw the fig- 
ure of a man makiug for the window, and 

GRAPPLED HIM AT ONCE. 

McElwain was so frightened that he 
dropped his hat near the bed room door, where 
it was picked up afterwards, He was in his 
stocking feet, Luca was afbig, powerful man, 
weighing over two hundred pounds, and he 
would have made short work 
with the intruder, had not the 
latter been armed with a_ knife, an 
ugly looking weapon with a blade fully six 
inches long. As soon as Luca reached him 
nearthe window they bsgan to tussel about, 
knocking the furniture aboutand making a 
great noise, which woke up all the rest of the 
family. Mrs. Luca rushed out of the bed- 
room, followed by Harry, her nine-year-o}d 
son, and a servant came out of the other door. 
Luca was down onone kneein front of the 
window, and his assailant. stood over him, 
striking him repeatedly. 

“HELP! MURDER! POLICE!”’ 
shouted Luca at the top of his voice. 
I’m being murdered.”’ 

Mrs. Luca jumped forward and caught the 
murderer by the arm, while her servant 
grabbed him by the coat, while Luca tried to 
get up. 

“Stand back!” cried McElwain to the two 
women, flourishing the knife, which they saw 
for the first time. ‘‘Stand back and let me go, 
or I’jl cut you open as I did him.” 

Both women shrank back in horror, and 
McElwain jumped out of the window, and 
grabbing up his shoes ran out of the yard 
down High street. Luca meanwhile had

struggled to his feet and had staggered toa - 


sink in the corner of the room. 

‘‘For God’s sake, Mary, get me some help,’’ 
he groaned, “I believe I am kiiled.’’ And 
with that he sank down in 4h heap in the cor- 
ner of the room. 

The shrieks of women aroused the whole 
neighborhood, and a few seconds afterward, 
Dr. Stone, who lives on the opposite side of 
the street, came running in. It was too late, 
however, to do anything forthe wounded man. 
He was fast dying. There were three or four 
deep gashes in his right shoulder and arm, and 
a horrible cut in the breast right under 
the heart, from which his life blood was pour- 
inginastream. Within ten minutes he had 
breathed his last. 

McElwain was captured by Policeman Ken- 
nedy, who saysthat he heard the shouts of 
‘‘murder,’’ ‘‘police,”’ and a few seconds later 
saw amanrunning toward him with shoes 
in his hand. He gravbed him and took him 
to the station. McElwain had in his posses- 
sion a big, wicked looking knife, the blade of 
which was covered with blood. McElwain con- 
fessed that it was he who had stabbed Luca.

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT NEAR KNOXVILLE 


An Excursion TraineOver the Knoxville, 
Cumberland Gap and Louisville Koad 
Jumps the Track. 

Kywoxvitxie, Tenn., August 22.—A horrible 
wreck occurred on the Knoxville, Camberland 
Gap and Louisville railroad at Flat Gap creek, 
twenty-two miles from here, at 10:30 this 
morning. The train was the first to goover the 
new road, and carried a select excursion of the 
city council, board of public works,. repres¢n- 
tatives of the chamber of commerce and the 


very flower of the business and professional - 


men of Knoxville. Two cars lefttbe track at 
the crossing, and the rear car went down the 
trestle. Only one man‘in the car was unij- 
jured, It was impossible to obtain medical afd 
for a long time, and until 4:30 p. m. when the 
train reached Knoxville, scanty attention 
was rendered. Many had to be brought back 
on fiat cars, end the last part of the journey 
was made in a driving rain. Three men died 
from injuries, and others cannot live. The 
dead are:

ST. POWERS, leading merehant and former 
president of the East Tennessee Fire Insurance 
company. 

ALEXANDER REEDER, leading politician who 
has held many offices of trust. 

Tie injuredare: Alex A. Arthur, presi- 
dent chamber of commerce, Isham Young, 
president, and Peter Kern, member of the 
board of public works, John T. Heard, editor 
of the Sentinel, W. W. Woodruff, leading 
wholesale merchant, Charles Seymour, 
attorney, and Alexander Wilson,assistant chief 
engineer of the Kuoxville, Cumberland Gap 
and Louisville road, County Judge Maloney, 
Aldermen Barry and Hockings, General H. 
Schubert, of the governor’s staff; A. J. 
Alberts, wholesale merchant: Rey. R. Jd. 
Cook, professor U. 8. Grant University; City 
Physician West, Judge H. H. Ingersoll, H. B. 
Witsell, W. B. Samuels, C. Abbie, Captain 
H. H. Taylor, 8. McKelden, Ed. Barker, J, 
F. Kinsel!l, John B. Hall. Phillips Samuels, 
aged ten; R. Schmidt. W. A. Parke and one 
of the train crew. Out of fifty-six persons on 
the train forty-one were injured. 

The most interse excitement and sadness is 
apparent here to-night. 

When the relief train reached Knoxville 
thousands of people gathered along the streets 
and the excitement was intense. Over one 
hundred carriages were in waiting. The 
scene as the wounded and dead were being 
taken out on stretchers was a ghastly one. 
There was a great dearth of doctors and many 
of the injured had to wait several hours for 
attendance. It is feared that this fact, to- 
gether with the drenching rain, will render 
the after effects very serious. It is now known 
that Messers. Seymour and Barker will lose 
their legs. 

There is little chance for Alderman Barry 
recovering. In the wreck he was thrown 
against a window and his abdomen filled with 
powdered giass. His physicions give little 
hope of his recovery. With this exception it 
is now believed that al) the others will recover 
unless exposure brings on complications. 


now believed that the wreck can be attributed 
to the condition of the _ road. Two 
years ago Knoxville subscribed $225,000 toward 
the construction of the road and the contract 
proper expires tomorrow.

EXPLOSION OF FIRE DAMP. 


Five Men Seriously Burned ina Pennsylvania 
Mine, 

ScRANTON, Pa., August 22.—There was an 
explosion of fire damp In No. 2 colliery of the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal company this 
morning about ten o’clock by which five men 
were seriously and perhaps fatally burned. 
No. 2 colliery is situated about half a mile this 
side of Olyphant and isoneof the largest 
breakers operated by the Delaware and Hud- 
son Canal company. Yesterday afternoon a 
portion of the mine caved in and this morning 
a gang of men went to renpaifthe damage. As 
they approached where the caye-in occurred 
one of the miners lamps ignited the gas and a 
fearful expiosion, which could be heard for 
miles around, occurred. The workmen fled 
for their lives and all escaped but Andrew 
Nichols, the superintendent, Richard Mason, 
foreman and John Lavern, Samuel Williams 
and John Jones who were all fearfully 
burned. Nichols, who lives in Scranton, was 
most badly burned and it isfeared will not 
live.

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NO BIDDERS IN SIGHT, 


The Tennessee Convicts Likely to Be at a 
Discount. 

NASHVILLE, August 22,—[Special.]—Con- 

siderable interest has been aroused by the near 

approach of the time for leasing the fourteen 


hundred convicts in the state prison, especially 


as there is a dearth of bidders in prospect. 
The minimum price is $100,000 per annum. 
Six years ago the convicts were leased to the 
Tennessee Iron and Railroad company for 
$101.000 a year. Thiscompany has employed 
about 340 convicts in the coal mines at Tracy 
City, and about 300 in the iron mines at In- 
man} The company sub-leased to the Knox 
ville iron company about 150 convicts to work 
in the mines at Coal Creek. The remainder 
were sub-leased to Cherry, Morrow & Co., 
who have employed them inthe manufacuring 
of wagons in the main prison at Nashville. 
Mr. W. M. Duncan, acting president of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad company, 
said today that the company will not bid 
again for the penitentiary. He says the work- 
ing of theconvicts at Tracy and Inman has 
always been attended with more or Jess an- 
noyance, and he believes that it will be 
cheaper to employ free labor. It is also un- 
derstood that the firm of Cherry, Morrow & 
Co. will not be bidders, as they have sold their 
wagon business to a Louisville firm and all 
their machinery will be moved to that city 
after January 1. Everything possible has been 
done to inform the public about the terms 
of the lease, but no formal notice 
has yet been received from any couipany 
or firm that intends to become a_ bidder. 
Within the last weck Major Renfroe, of At 
lanta, president of the Cumberland Land and 
Mining company, has visited the capital to 
find out about the prisonand the number of 
convicts in the main walls and atthe branches, 
preeeneny tosubmitting such facts to the 

oard of directors of the company, when they 
will decide whether to bid or not. 

A gentleman well informed about the matter 
says that two-thirds of the convicts are able 
to perform full work, the other third being 
minors, women and disabled. Two-thirds of 
the present number, 1,400, would be 933, mul- 
tiplying which by 513, the number of working 
days in a year, would give a total of 292,029 
days of labor per year. 


KILRAIN COMING SOUTH. 


Surrendered to Detective 
Childs. 


Ba.timore, August 22.—Jake Kilrain was 
before Judge Duffy today ona writ of habeas 
corpus and despite the efforts of his counsel, 
Joseph Whyte, was remanded for the Mississ- 
inppi authorities. The hearing took place in 
the criminal court and a large crowd of sport- 
ingmen attended. The pugilist was accom- 
panied by John Roney, his bondsman, and 
Charles Carroll. States Attorney Kerr pre- 
sented the official papers and asked that the 
writ be dismissed. Lawyer Whyte first 
asked the court to accept bail here for 
Kilrain’s appearance in Mississippi 
in January, as the present term of court there 
will terminate Saturday and there will be no 
time to get a trial there.

DISCUSSING THE QUESTION OF CON-. 


SOLIDATION. 


YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS IN MACON 


A Grand Consolidation of All the Farmers’ 
Organizations inthe Union Projected 
—The St. Louis Convention. 


Macon, Ga., August 22.—[Special.]—At the 
opening of the morning session of the third 
day of the the convention of the Georgia 
Farmers’ Alliance, vienty of business was 
found awaiting the dellberation and disposal 
of the body. 

The convention resuined the discussion of 
the proposed consolidation ot the alliance 
with the Farmers’ Wheel, Farmers’ Uinon 
and Union Labor organizations, which ques- 
tion was discussed the greater part of the 
session of yesterday afternoon and last night, 
and reported in full in today’s CONSTITUTION. 

The consolidation found favor in the eyes of 
nearly every member of the convention. They 
arcued that in union there is strength, and it 
was a wise policy to unite all farmers’ organ 
izations having like objects and purposes, 
rather than to oppose thein and seek to win 
their members. The consolidation will nearly 
double the present membership aud make the 
entire number over one million members. If 
the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit association, a 
similar organization in the country along the 
Ohio river, and the Farmers’ Alliance of the 
northwest unite, the total membership of all 
the bodies will be about 3,000,000, all under 
one head, one ritual and one constitution. 

The motion to consolidate was adopied al- 
most unanimous! y. 

DELEGATES ELECTED. 

The following dclegates were elected to rep- 
resent the Georgia alliance at the consolidation 
convention to meet at St. Louis December Sth 
next: 

L. F. Livingston, of Newton, and Felix Cor- 
put, of Floyd, from the state at jiarge; W. 
Branch, of Columbia: W. J. Nerthen, of Han- 
cock; H. C. brown, of Spalding. 

Of course, the consolidation does not destroy 
the present officers ofthe alliance. Mach state 
re‘ains its res; ective heads. 

ALL TWELVE AND A HALF CENTS. 

A resolution was passed asking the alliances 
of all the cotton states to unite with the alli- 
ance of Georgiain demanding 124 cents per 
pound for the present cotton crop of Georgia. 
The alliance says it will allow the cotton to 
rot before a lower price than 12) cents is taken. 
They feel sanguine that their price will be 
readily given. 

HON. L. L. POPE. 

One of the leading and most entertaining 
features of the morning session was the ad- 
dress of the Hon. L. L. Pope, of Raleigh, N. 
C., vice-president of the National Alliance 
and president of the Southern Interstate 
Farmers’ association, which adjourned on yes- 
terday at Montgomery. Mr. Pope delivered a 
splendid speech in a most attractive and elo- 
quent manner on the general aims, purposes, 
benefits and accomplishments of the alliance. 
His address was well received, and created 
considerable enthusiasm and made a marked 
impression. He spoke extemporanvously,easily 
and fluently. 

COLONEL POLK’S SPEECH. 

Colonel! Polk isa natural born orator. He 
commenced his address by congratulating the 
farmers of the south, that they had at last 
realized the great monopoly dangers threat- 
ening the welfare and prosperity of the 
country, and evidences abounded on all sides 
that they appreciated the situation. He paid 
a glowing tribute to Georgia, her resources 
and her people, and was delight@d to see the 
magnificent crop abounding everywhere. Te- 
ferring to the consolidaticn in December at 
St. Louis, he said, the organization covering 
tie entire cotton states can and will have the 
control of the great commercial crop of the 
world. The south lias norival or competition, 
and cannot have in the production of cotton. 
He said in the developmentof our civilization 
and progress as a people, the Ilnes on parallels 
of progress, enterprise, Wealth and transporta- 
tion are drawn from east to west, but skirting 
the northern border of our southern states, it 
is contemplated by the proposed consolidation 
at St. Louis to strengthen and extend this or 
ganization to the lakes, enfolding within its 
lines those northwestern states, and which are 
our natural allies, thus forming across this 
country a solid block of states whose people 
produee the bulk of the wheat crop, the bulk 
of the meat and corn crops, and the cotton 
crop of the world. Who shall estimate the 
strength and power of such an organ 
ization and its effect upon the 
progress and development of our 
civilization. We will hold the grand center of 
the mighty population of this country, the 
center of political power, the power of inter= 
state and national commerce. The south, with 
all of her uutold resources, was unable to 
withstand the encroachment of centralized, 
co-operate power. She had come up out of 
great tribulations. Our humble possessions 
are the honest earnings of honest iabor, and 
we can lift our hands before the world and 
claim that they are uuspotted by the rapine of 
avarice or the plunder of the helpless. Poor 
in money, yet she was strong.in those virtues 
which made us such a fitting leader in this 
crisis. By contact with foreign thought and 
foreign ideas, a@ homogenity of blood 
and thought no where else to be 
found in this country. The Anglo-Saxon of 
the south is the purest type of the American 
idea of tree goverument and the old Anglo- 
Saxon love of liberty. He believed that we 
had entered the crucial era, not only of free 
institutions and free government, but of our 
Christian civilization, and if, under the prov- 
idence of God, the alliance mien are to lead in 
the pilgrimage for restoring the charter of our 
liberties,sthe ark of our covenant, to the temple 
erected by our fathers through anguish and 
blood, we will place it there, invoking the 
spirit of justice to stand guard with flaming 
éword and proclaim that through all ages 
Americans must and shall be free. ‘The 
bagging trust is simply an _ outpost 
on the picket hne. We may capture it, 
but behind it we will find line upon 


line of formidable breast works which, if sue- | 
cesffully stormed and captured, will but reveal 


to us a mighty fortress planted on Wall street, 
over whose frowning battlements float defiantly 
the flag of arrogant monopoly. If there are 
any who lack the nerve to tight the battle, 
they had better reportjtojheadquarters, get ex- 
cused und get put onthe sick list. He said 
thatit was the fixed determination of the 
alliahce to use cotton bagging and nothing 
could deter.them from this resolution. The 
survival of the fittest is the issue. If Liverpool 
and the mills of England can do without 
cotton longer than the alliance can without 
jute, then Liverpool would win; but Liv- 
erpool will ,wish the cotton sooner 
than the alliance men _ will desire 
and take jute. 

Colonel Pope’s addess was masterly and elo- 
quent. His receptioy was a grand ovation. 
He leaves in the morning for Atlanta. 

THE FIRST BUSINESS OF THE AYTERNOON SES- 
SION 
was the magnificent address of Dr. McCune, 
president of the Natioval Farmers’ Ailiance 
and Co operative Union of America. He spoke 
extemporaneously. He opened by congratu- 
lating the alliance upon having adopted as the 
organ the Southern Alliance Farmer, of At- 
lanta, with H. C. Brown as editor. He then 
proceeded to explain the conflictin which they 
areengaged. He-took the ground that most 
of the labor literateur and most of the men 
who posed as labor reformers were disposed to 
teach socialism, and that they were apt totake 
@ pessimistic view of our <Awmerican 
institutions. He held that it was a great 
danger that threatened the modern movement 
because it was proposed insiduously and in 
every conceivable shape; that under the guise 
of co-operation it was common to hear pure 
socialistic doctrines ; that they decide to merge 
the individual entirely into the government; 
that the socialist, instead of reforming existing 
evils, would substitute a new and entirely un- 
tried system of government, the leading cbar- 
acteristics of which are visionary and {imprac- 


hs co-operative 
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individual enterprises. That sae rage 
dividual enterprises being susceptible to fnlt 
and free competition should never be regulated 
or interfered with by sumptuary laws, and that 
all business on lines vf efforts which were by 
their nature monopolies, were beyond the 
reach of competition and should, therefore, be 
regulated and controlled by the government. 

That the government could have no right to 
license or allow ane class of its citizens to con- 
duct a monopoly uneontrolled since by so do- 
ing, it would create a privileged class to exact 
tribute unjustly from all other classes. That 
railroads were natural monopolies, and as 
such were beyond the reach of competition. 
That the cry of competitors as applied to rail— 
roads was a delusion and a snare. That 
railroad competition has been a curse to 
the agriculture of the country since it is the 
basis and cause of discrimination in favor of 
cities, and at the expense of the country. That 
discrimination has always been at the expense 
ofthe farmer, and is, therefore, one of the 
greatest railroud abuses to which he has been 
compelled tosubmit. Discrimination has been 
no benefit, but an actual injurv to true rail- 
road interests. It has beena benefit to land 
agents and real estate sharks, who would lay 
out towns on new linus of railways, donate 
large interests in it to some who had the power 
to tix freight, and together they would boom 
the placo and fix upa city at the expense of 
the farming community and to the detrimep 
of the stockholders of the roads. 

The railroads of the countrics have 
“had competition without reenlation from the 
beginning, and underits pernicious intluence 
aii the present abuses have crept in. It has 
long been worked as a rallying cry by shrewd, 
city manipulators who desired touse the far 
met as acat’s paw,and by a little skillful 
management, made him shont himself hoarse 
for a system of railroad competition that final- 
ly takes money from his pocket to boom a city. 
iiailroad competition should receive the un- 
qualified condemnation of every farmer in the 
country, and he should demand etticient con- 
trol that will absolutely prohibit any possible 
discrimination for or against persons or powers. 

Colonel Polkfindersed the views of Dr. Mce- 
Cuneo im “full and in to‘o. Iie de 
scribed the situation in North Care- 
lina and showed that the f:rmeig 
are standing shoulder to shoulder in solid 
phalanx, and demand a railroad commission 
with powers that would regulate railway 
abuses. We intend to have arailway com- 
mission to prdtect the people. Well mformed 
men ip North Carolina know nothing about 
railroad competition. That term, said Colonel 
Polk, as applied to a saiiroad, was absolute, 
and the farmers had been subscribing money 
to get competition. anp the result was that the 
biggest road swallowed up the smaller one, 
and the farmer has to pay freight to keep up 
tworoads. Itisacurse. There is no railroad 
competition. Itisarailroad pool. The pro- 
ducers and the transporters should be firm 
frievds. There should be nocontlict between 
them. 

Mr. Polk was followed by 

EDITOR H. C. PROWN, 
of the Southern Allianee Farmer, now the of. 
ficial organ of the order. He fully indorsed 

President McCune’s position, and after ex— 
plaining the past course of his paper, said he 
recognized the railroads as morjopolists, and 
competition as in no way calculated to correct 
railroad abuses; that it was a curse to the 
farmers, and that the proper course to pursue 
was to strengthen the hands of the commis— 
sion and regulate by government centrol. Dr. 
McCune says socialism tends towards central- 
ization, and a strong form of paternal govern 
meut, all of which the alliance dread and 
condemn. 

KE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 

William A. Broughton. of Madison, intro- 
duced the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 

Whereas, The state depariment of acricullure 
was established for the benefitot the egricultural 
interests of the state, and should be condueied so 
4s to insure tle greatest practical benefits to the 
farmers of Georgia. 

Toerefore be it 

resolved, That in ouropinion the administration. 
of this important office shuuld be entrusted to men 
who have practical knowledge of the condition of 
the farmers, and who are practical farmers, and not 
to those who are merely theoretical farmers, and in 
search of ollicial station, and whose desire for office 
is stronger than their qualifications. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this body that 
the rule thus indicated should be applied in the 
selection of all appointees of the agricultural de- 
partment from the highest to the lowest. 

A communication was received from Atlanta, 
asking the alliance to express its opinion on 
the mode of electing the agricultural com - 
missioner, and that no action would be taken 
on the bill in the legislature until the alliance 
was heard from. The alliance declined to take 
auy action whatever. 

SAMPLES OF TOBACCO 
were received from North Carolina manufac- 
tured by alliance men, which had been bought 
by alliance men at 275 cents, whereas same 
quality is sold in the stores at sixty cents. 

The newly elected ofticers were installed this 
afternoon. 

Various amendments to the constitution 
were discussed. 

The alliance received notification that the 
following states have agreed to consolidation 
at St. Louis: Texas, Arkansas, Alabama, 
Virginia, North Carelina and South Carolina. 
Louisiana, Missouri and Kansas. Georgia has 
now joined the ranks. 

‘rhe convention adjourned at 6 o’clock this 
evening. The time and place of the next 
meeting will be determined by the president 
and executive committee. 

All the alliance men are in excellent health. 
Tonight L.F. Livington, Dr. Macune,and Lee- 
turer Ben Terrell, delivered addresses before a 
large meeting ot laboring men and citizens 
generally.

ed valorem, it necessarily follows that the greater

that such a law puts a premium on smaller

A turnpike company, which has Jaid a super- 
structure on a public reat, and collects fares from 
persons passing over it, could be taxed on its busi- 
Ness; but I presume that it hastrarely, 1f ever, oc- 
curred that there has been an atiemyt to tax a turn- 
pike company on the value of the road bed irself. 
For the same reeson a railroad company should be 
taxed on its business, and uot oithe value of its

The vast cost and massiveness of a railroad, with 
its cute and fil . its baliast, cross.ies and rails, and

modern railroad, for use by a modern rail engine, 
requires an in¢ereased expenditure for construction 
and maintenance, and such an inéreased expendi- 
ture at last, on y makes a roadbed,teach road dif- 
fering from the other in degree andin cost, but not 
in principle. The company using sth a roadhed, 
whether itis for the passige of astage coach ora 
traction engine, or a locomotive railway engiue, 
and whether the road is suppiied by the state or 
constructed by the company under anthority of the 
staie, should pay tax on its business,,and should 
not be required to pay an ad va/orcm tax on such 
road bed. Thetax on the business is atax on the 
revenue made by the company in serving the pub-y 
lic. An ad valorem tax on the euts, fills, rails, cross- 
ties, ballas', tunnels, bridges, depois, cte. gis a tax 
on the expenditure made to serve ihe pula, and 
such taxes iucrease in preporiion to the efforts of 
the company, by great expenditures, to prpmote 
the safety, convenience, and comfort of the peblic. 

The question is not affected by the tact thatithe 
litle tothe common public road is in the public, 
and the title to the railroad isin the raiiroad ecam- 
pany. Tre railroad company only holds title to its 
road bed for the public use, and it cannot be divert- 
ed to uny other use. :

This branch ofthe argument could be very much 
eloboraied, but these suggestions are sufficient to 
@:tablish the proposition that ed valorem taxation 
on the trackbed, depot houses, bridges, etc. of a 
railroad, is not only injustice tothe companies but 
against the public interest, 

This presentation also illustrates and enforces the 
truth of the proposition that the track beds of raii- 
roads are not strictly private property under the 
common acceptance of the term, but that they are 
public highways, designed and authorized for the usc 
ahd benefit of the public. Thus recognized the busi- 
ness done over such roacbeds is the proper sub- 

ct matter for taxation; but the v&lue of the road~« 

eds is not the proper subject matter of taxation, 
anditisto the interest of the public that there 
should be every encouragement to the largest ex- 
penditure to insure the safest and most efficient 
roadbed for the use of the public. 

This is the true theory of the relation of the rai! - 
roadsto the public, KH is the foundation upon 
which is rested all proper lezisiation concerning 
railroacs. 

It is upon this principle that the state delegates 
to the railroad company the right of eminent do~ 
main to secure the roadway. If such roadway were 
not to be a public highway for public use it could 
not be taken by a railroad company in the name of 
the state. It iso. the same principle that the state 
controls the railroads as to the rates of freight and 
passenger transportation, and regulates their busi 
ness in other matters, even tothe extent oft 
bill now sages | before this legislature which 
powers the railroad commission to prescri 
railroads where they shall crect depots, ca 
their character and extent, etc. The struct 
to be erected for the benefit of the publi 
to be required by law.

The feature of the bill which proposes to tax the 
rolling stock in each county of the state through 
which the road runs is still more def: ciive than that 
which relates to the tax on the tack bed and rail- 
roadineach county. Onthis branch of the ques- 
tion I make the following suggestions: 

(i.) Tie personal property of a railroad or eorpor- 
ation Is taxable only in the county of its residence, 
Kyen if it should be leld thata railroad company, 
for certain purposes, resides in each county through 
which it runs, that would only cive the right to 
tax such portion of the personal property in each 
county as was situated or had its place of keeping 
in such county. ‘lhe passage of cars, or other per- 
sonal property through that county does not make 
that property liable for taxation in that eounty 
even if it habitually so passes. 

If such were the. law, I would certainly have to 

y 8 tax in Fulten county on my watch, as I am 
in Atlanta fully one-half of the time the ycar

The 
roadan one county may haveexpensive tunnels and 
bridgeg in it, and for that reason may ecst fifty times 
as much as tiie same number of miles of road cost 
in another county where there are no timneis or 
bridges, Es that any reason why one county should 
receive fifi yatimes as much tax asthe other on cirs 
passing thro@gh? It is also decicied in these caseg 
that ears pasting through enn’t be tax.d in tHe 
counties. 

Thereis a greaf@eail of persounl properly belong- 
ing to railroads other than the rolling stock. Afueh 
ofall this property, facluding mach of the -Yolling 
Siock, is never atany G@me, in the countiesgmn which 
the tax is to be levied thes»me. Takgp the case 
of the East Tennessec, Virginia andl Gdbrzia tail- 
way coinpany forillustration. There@re three sub- 
divisions and a pert of a fourth subsdfvision in this 
state. Muchof the rolling stocks especially the 
Jocomotives) is confined exclusf¥gby to work in dif- 
fereut subdivisions and never go®m the other sub- 
divisions.

This lase 
Hlustration suggé€sts the inquiry whether a steam- 
boat company #unning boats in ariver should no f, 
according to fhe pr_nciple embraced in this bill be 
liable to pag’an «ad va/orem tax on the river, a road 
bed, so to sPeaxr, furnished by nature, if a railroad 
company d& required to pay ad valorem taxes on its 
road beg*which it has construgted and maintained 
at greqs#esxpenditure? A: stage coach company, a 
stea at company anda railroad company are all 
co on. carers ongegne in transporting in 
th vehicles freizht and passengers for 
th® public. The river, previded by nature, turnishes 

® avenue for the passage . of the 

mts ofthe steamboat company. A eommon pub- 
lic road, maintained at the expense of the public, 
furnishes an avenue forthe passage of the stage 
coaches of the stage coach company; and the rail- 
road track bed. maintained and constructcd at 
great expense by the railroad company, furnishes 
the avenue for the passage of the cars of the railroad 
company. Where is the difference in principle, 
and why should the avenue forthe passace of one 
yehicie be any more the proper subject matter of 
ad valorem taxation than the avenue for the pas- 
sage of the other vehicles? In each case it would 
seem to be manifest that the propertaxation for each 
of those companies should be a taxation on the 
business and not upon the avenwe over which the 
business is done, and if there is any ad valorem tax- 
ation it should be limited to the taxation for per-~ 
sonaity at the place where the company resides or 
where the personaltyis kept, ifits residence is fn 
more than one county. The principle of river ad 
valorem tnxation is doubticss noveland wonld be 
dificult in practical assessment, but ifthe principle 
ig ohee Teeognized as correct, it is not to be doubted 
that the ingenuity of law makers will be able to find 
the vaiuation upon which to assess the steamboat 
companies, Ofcourse, it will be recognized that 
this view is only suggested to show the incorrect- 
ness of the principle upon which must be based the 
taxation upon the trackbed ofa railroad, 

I repeat that I do not contend for the exemption

Athe reasons for this the following age tee suggeste d: 


(1) The fact already mentioned that all of the 
jeople in Georgia contribate to the support or rail- 
roads and thal all should have the benefit of what- 
ever tax was paid by railroads whether they ran in 
their counties or not. 

(2) The fact already discussed that a railroad can 
only be properly valued as a whole andthat it can 
not be so valued in sections. : 

(3) This limitation to state taxation has doubt‘ess 
also been due to the recognition that railroad com- 
panies are entitled to some consideration from the 
fact that railroads are buiJt in a public spirit large- 
ly for the public benefit; and that railroads con- 
tribute largely to the general and individual pros- 

yerity, Not only does there follow in their wake an 
lamentable development of other industries and 
a great enhancement in tie value of the property 
along the line, but every citizen receives a direct 
pecuniary benefit in the cheapened freight of 
every article that he bugs or produces, As recently 
stated by Mr. E. P. Howellin a public speech, a 
watermelon can be shipped from Georgia to Chi- 
cago for less than one would pay a boy to carry the 
same melon one block in the city, and half a ton of 
stock food can be brought 109 miles on a railroad for 
aless sum than a drayman will haul it from the 
depot to your house. 

Every dollar thus saved {s,a direct money value 
given to the public and to the individual, and in 
the total exceeds by a thousand times the amount 
ofthe proposed taxation. It cannot be questioned 
that the great possivilities of prosperous industry in 
this state rest inthe fact that railroad enterprise 
has nade it practicabie for perishable products to be 

luaeed promptly on a remunerative market. Mil- 

ns of. dollars have this year been brought into 

reia for perishable fruit shipped to northern 
markets. I will not repeatwhat has been so fully 
statég by the other gentlemen giving the figures 
showlg the money enhancement of the value of 
property along the lines of railroad, 

(4) TRestateassumes that railroadsare not private 
property, hut that they are, in part at least, public 
property ld and operated in trust for the benefit 
ot the publi@; it therefore says that a railroad shail 
not realize re than a certain per cent of profit, 
and that aft excess of such profit sla’l 
be enjoyed bygbe public in reduced rates, This 
simple statements is an. answer to the pro- 
position that railréad property does not bear its 
equal share of the public burden unless it is taxec 
in the same way and the same extent as private 
property, Under the Mpy it is the duty of the rail- 
road commissioners to sgt a fixed rate for freight 
and passengers. and thaf€inder such rates the com- 
panies shall enjoy a prop@e per cent of profit on 
their business and no more, #After ten years of study 
these rates so fixed are presumably correct as they 
now stand with the present bufdens on the railroad 
companies. If an additional bitgden of taxation is 
riaced on the railroad companiég under this bill 
then the rates will not be correct @pd the comunis- 
siimers will be bound to fa@jse the rate 
of freight and passage so as to still aflow the com- 
panies the same per centof profitas Rhey had be- 
fore the additional burden of taxation Was imposed, 
Raising the rates will affect injuriousiy*’@il of the 
people in the whole state; whereas the ,proposed 
tex will benefit only a portion. 

Asan illustration of the practical work, v2 Of 
the commission law, 1s a tax on the railroad com- 
panies, of which the people get the full bonewt, let 
us supporethatthe state reguinted the amoumt of 
Pents which are charged by landlords, upomyhe 
p&inciple thata portion of the.protit on real estate 
sh@ald be enjoyed by the tenants, as well as by the 
landjords, Suppose thata member of this commi 
tee Were a landlord owning a large number o 
buildings in Atlanta, @rich he rented 
out to “pis tentents, and that he realized 
an incow@on hisinvestments of eight per cent. 
Suppose that the state should say that eight per 
cent was too@guch profit for the landlord, and that 
the commissiot¥ers should so regniate the rent that 
he should oniy réevive six percent on his invest- 
ments? This woultbe practically saving to tue 
teyants twenty-five per cent of the rent, and wouid 
be the same asthe payment by the landlord ofa 
tax of twenty-five percent for the benefit of his 
tenants; would that lendlord in such a case thiuk 
it righ], after his gross income had thus paid a tax 
of twenty-five per cent, that he should also be re- 
quired to pay an ad valorem tax on his houses in the 
e2me munner as other property which had uot been 
sibjected tothe same treatment? Would anybody 
think itright that they should do so? That is 
exactly whattbe law requires the railroad com- 
paniestodo. By regulating their rates of freight 
and passenger tariff, the law practically taxes their 
gress income an immense amount, and keeps the 
amount of such tax in the pockets of the people. 
This isa most material fact to be consdered in de- 
termining the question whether the same advalorem 
tax should be laid on railroad property ason other 
property which is not controlled and regulated by 
the state. 

In addition to the burdens impas@d by law on 
railro:d companies, these com panicg’voluntarily do 
many things for the benefit of the piblic. Realizing 
thg importance ofthe agricuitur@l interests in the 
state, they transport delezatos fom all parts of the 
state twice ayeartoan azgrigulturai convention, 
free oi all cost for transpoftation. To all fairs 
and expositions they carry the public at half 
price, and also transportfarticles for exhibition 
either free or . greatly reduced 
rates. The Central “raiiroad. last year at 
theirown expense, fitt#@da car with samples of 
mineral and agricultyfal products, and sent it all 
over the northwest ufider the charge of a special 


commaéssioner for t purpose of advertising the 
womflerful resourgés of this state. Th's year it 
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sertis out the car again and as an addition will 
carry a ‘arge delegation of representative farmers 
ot cost, that they may meet the people of the 
great northwest face to face and tell them of the 
products and capacities of Georgia. Many other 
instances céuld be given of voluntary acts by the 
railroad af their own expense for the benefit of the 
pubtic. They are ready toaidand do aid in the 
promotion of the suecess of every public under- 
taking, 

Eurely there is no besis for the oft-repeated charge 
that railroad companies do not bear their share of 
thé public burdens, and thatthe litte property of 
the poor man contributes more to the public than 
the property of railroads. 

In no other busiuess does the law requre the shar 
ing of profits of the business with the public; in no 
other business is there continually and voluntarily 
given gratituously either property or services. 

I would press most earnestly upon the con- 
sideration of this committec the 
great difference between the policy of the 
state towards railroads in the past and the policy 
which this bill, if passed, will inaugurate. In 
former days railroads were builtin Georgia largely 
by direct contributions of counties and municipal 
governments, by which millions of dollars were 
coutributed forthis purpose. In addition to that, 
at one time it wasthe policy of the state to aid the 
coustruction of railroads, by taking Jarge sums of 
their stock and by indorsing millions of dollars 
worth of their bonds. Now the law of the state pro- 
hibits all of this (and I think properly prohibits it), 
and railroads can on'ty be coustructed by private 
enterprise. Those whoare endeavoring to consiruct 
their roads in the state and those who have elready 
constructed them and are endeayoring to success- 
fully maintain them, do not expect state, county or 
municipal aid, but they do desire the continued 
recognition of their public usefulness, which was 
the basis upon which such aid was heretofore 
given. And they do ask most earnestly that adi- 
tional burdens may not be placed upon them, which

here may be a good reason for the difference be- 
twe@p the mannerin which our fatbers regarded 
railroads, Quid the manner in-which they are appar- 
ently r@garded by the advocates of this bill.

r heavily on the new roads, and 
at the same tim@ older and stronger roads wil! bo 
entirely exempt fom the operation of the law and 
from the burden Which it imposes. The gross inx 
justice ofsuch a rimiuation is emphasized by 
the fact that asa general thing the railroads of the 
state have not bee il{\by our people, as invest- 
ments for private ga Of course, they hoped for 
private gain, but themain inducements have been 
considerations of a public character. No better il- 
lustration can be foumd than in the case of the At- 
lanta and Florida railread. Nobody snpposed that 
it would be a paying investment, but the induce- 
ment was to benefit Atlanta and the country 
through which it runs, e people of Atlanta have 
put a million of dollars into its const-uction, a half 
million in cash econtributedont of the r pocke s¢ind 
another half-million for whigh they are today in icbt- 
ed. They are notreceiving@ cent of revenue from 
it; itis not even paying running expenses, and only 
tri- weekly trains can be run @ver the roai, Their 
bonds have not been sold, and‘one reason doubiless 
is, that it is understood that legislation is pro- 
posed in Georgia, hostile to railBoad interests. What 
more signal instance of injustice gould be produced 
than would be shown, if the stateof Georgia were 
to make this railroad company, im, addition to-the 
burdeus already placed upon it, pd@y an ad valorem 
tox on its roadbed, ete., in every ‘county through 
which it runs, while at the same time older and 
stronger corporations with which it Has to compete 
for business are not sucject tothe payment of such 
tax. ‘ 
At this point of the argument the committee 
adjourned until Thursday afternoon at 3 
o’clock. 

When the committee reassembled Thursday 
afternoon, Mr. Bacon resumed his argmment, 
as follows: 

Recurring to the branch of the argument already 
passed relative to the effect which the railroad law 
has in taxing the profito/ the railroads for the bene- 
fit of the public, I wish to submit some figures to the 
committee which will illustrate the principle amd 
the fact involved in this preposition. 

The proposition is this; That when tho railroad 
conimission law requires the commissioners to fix 
the rate on freight and passenger traflic so that the 
railroad companies can only make what is a rea- 
sonable profit on the business of transportation, 
und so that they can make no more than such rea 
sonable profit, the effect is to give the .public fall 
benefit of all that part of the profit which is in ex- 
cess of the per centage thus allowed to the railroad 
companies, Itgoes upon the principle thas the 
railroad is a public institution, created for the bene- 
fit of the pubiile, and that the public must sare in 
the profits made in the operations ef the 
roads, It is the same thing, as making 
the publie partners in the profits 
of the operation of railroads, while they are not 


made liable for the losses sustained inthe opera- . 


tionofthesame. Itisalsothe same thing as levy- 
ingatax upon the revenue of the railroad com- 
panies totheamount thus cut off from their reve- 
nue; the benefitof which tax goes directiy to the 
pecuniary advantage of every mag,’ woman, and 
child in the state. 

I have been kindly turn'shed by Vr. Kingsberry 
with certain figures which show the amount of 
money saved to the people in certain counties 
along the lineofthe Savyaunah; Florida and West- 
ern railroad’ by the reduction ofrates by the rail- 
road commission o1: the single article of cotton. 
Since the last cotton crop wes moved the railroad 
commission has changed therates which the rail- 
road companies are authoriged to charze for trans- 
porting cotton, Assuming that the same amount of 
cotton will be shipped from the several counties 
along the line of road as Was shipped by the same 
counties during the -pa@st cotton season, under 
this change of rate the freight to be paid by the 
shippers in the following named counties during 
the present season, wll ba as much less than the 
amount paid by thesame counties on the same 
amount of cotton dufing the last season as is shown 
by the foltowing figfres: In the county of Lowndes 
the freight on the Game amount of cotton shipped 
this year will be $2,861 jess than the freight wou'd 
be if the rate were the same as it wes last year; in 
the county of B&ooks, $3,512 less; in the county of 
Thomas, $0.508 iess; in the county of Mitchell.

Con- 
fining ourselves to the [Particular counties named, 
not only are these amoufds saved in the shipment 
of cotton, but by similar re@gtrictions in rates, there 
are corresponding amounts Saved in the shipment 
of lumber, naval stores, melong and other fruits, as 
well as upon every pound of fr@ight received at any 
point within these counties. » ig persoa in 
these counties who buys a hat orshoe or anv other 
article gets the direct benefit in his pocket of money 
thus saved to such persons by lessenc& cost, grow- 
ing out of cheapened freight. If the vast amount 
which is annually saved tothe people alKover the 
statc on all the lines of road in the state, onal arti- 
cles shipped by or received from railroads is.esti- 
mated, it must necessarily amount to milifons tpon 
millions of do!lats, asthe annual share of the pée- 
ple in the profits of the operation of railroads; an@ 
as a tax which the railroads pay to the people on 
their gross revenue, itis a tax of the most valuaile 
kind to the people, because it represents the amount 
kept in the pocket of each individual, and 
it is a tax which, in the aggregate, un- 
doubtedly amounts to many times as much 
as the total tax annualiy levied and_  ¢col- 
lected by the state upon all the other property 
of the state. If this presentationis true, what be 
comes of the statement that railroad companies do 
not bear their share of the public burdens? If vhis 
statement is true, what possible support can there 
be tothe proposition that in addition to shar nz 
this immense amount with the public they should 
also be r- quired to pay an ad valorem tax on the 
property out of which the public receives this in- 
ealenlable benefi' in dollars and cents? 

This branch of the argument could be muck 
elaborated, but I will only add one more illusta- 
tion. Before the date of the railroad exmmission 
the nsual charge was four cents a mile for carrying 
passengers. Now it is three centsa mile by order 
of the commission. Every man who travels a hun- 
dred miles gets a dollar as his share of the profits of 
thetrip. Il approve the railroad commission law, 
butitis properthat the people should appreciate 
fully what they reccive under its oncration. 

lreturn now to the proposition that this pro- 
posed law cannot be made applicabdeto ailotthe 
raiiroadsin thestate. There can be no ouestion 
that the f.llowing railrcads in the state are ex- 
empted from ad valorem taxation whether for state 
or counsy purposes, 

By the acts of December 27th, 1845, the South 
Western railroad is exempted from all taxation ex- 
cept upen its income, and the supreme court of the 
United S‘ates in 92 United States reports nas decided 
that the state eannot change this exemption. 

The Muscogee railroad, by the act of the same 
date, has the same exemption, and the supreme 
court of the United States hasin the above volume 
cited, decided that this exemption cannot be taken 
away. 

The supreme court of Georgia decided against thé 
exemption in both the above cases, and thesupreime 
court of the United States reversed the decision 
and held the exemptions were valid. 

The Georgia railroad, under its charter, can Only 
be taxed on income, and this includes the Afhens 
branch and the Washington branch. The supreme 
court of Georgia, 54 Ga., 423, has decided tlt this 
exemption is good and cannot be changed,* 

The Augusta and Waynesboro is under igs charter 
also only taxable on itsincome, and th@ supreme 
court of Georg’a has so decided in 54 Ga, page 402. 
The Rome railroad is also only taxable on its. ins 
come, and the supreme court of Georgia has so de- 
cided in 62 Ga,, 473, The only road mbout which 
there ean be any doubtis the Centra® rafiroad, be- 
tween Macon and Savannab. ThisMoubt grows out 
of the individual opinions of Judges Brown and 
McCay in the case in 
Judge , Warner, in 
that the Central

In two cases Gecidg 
by the supreme court of Georgia, it is held that se 
word “stock” means exacily whatis above staged, 
and where the stock is exempt, the property ngtes- 
sary to construct and maintain the road canget be 
taxed. In the case of the Kome railroad agaihst the 
city of Rome, 14 Ga. 275, that exact question was 
before the court and it was decided by®the full 
bench as above sta‘ed. In 62 Ga, p 473 th@ case in 
14 Ga. is reviewed and affirmed as cocfect. Both 
of the decisions were made by the 
full pench and there seems to be gO reason left 
to doubt the correctness of ths corgauction. Tce 
presedt Chief Justics Bleckley delivefed tue opinion 
of the cot'tin the 62ad Geoggia. There isno good 
reason to doubt that that construction of the mean- 
ing ofthe exem)tion of “siock’”’ imthe charter will 
be maintained, and that the progerty of the Celitral 
railroad between Macon and Savanah will also be 
exempted from the operation of the proposed law. 
If so, the following named roads will not be subject 
to this tax it this bill is passed: The Georgia rail- 
road. with the Atheus and Washington branches; 
the Southwestern railroad, reaching from Macon to 
Columbus, and to Fort Gaines and Albany: the 
Rome railroad: the Central railroad, from Macon to 
Savannah: the Savannah and Augusta, from Au- 
gusta to Millen, and the Western and Atlantic rail - 
road, to whoms%ever i¢ may be leased. , 

It will be gten that the lines which will be 
exempted cross the gtute from north to south and 
from the east to tle wesi; they touch tiie lines of 
the states of Tennessee, South Carolina, Alabama, 
and reach almost § Flerida, and do connect with 
the Florica traffic Dy boat at Savannah, and also at 
Savannah connegt with the ocean commerce of the 
world. These@a lines thus exempied fur- 
nish competitive lines to every line of 
railroad now mnniug in the state and also io every 
line of railro@el which can horeafter be constructed 
in the state, These exempted tines reach every im- 
portant trade center in the state. They tone! Dal- 
ton, Rome, Atlanta, Augusta, Macon, Savannah, 
Athens, Columbus, Americus, Albany aud every 
town along the lines of these several exempied 
roads. [ft does seem that no argument Is Hhecessary 
to enforee the proposition that with all these ex 
empt lines covering the state and reaching the im- 
portant trade conters in the state, it would be a 
gross injustice to discriminate and enforce this road 
{ax atainst all other railroad companies in Georvia. 

Itds urged that the people of Georgia are in favor 
ofthe passage of this bill. I do not believe that 
they will be in favor of it when the fact is shown 
that all railrosd companies will not have to pay 
tax alike, but that the stronger roads will be ex- 
empted frem paying taxes, and that the tax wiil 
tallonly on the newer and weaker roads already 
built or to be hereafter built. nae 

Our people area justice-laving people and do not 
favor inequality or oppression of any kind. 
They have laid the strong hand of power 
om railroad companies to compel them 
to do exact justice and equality to the public 1 
feel confident that they are also in favor of exact 
justi@e to all of the railroads in the state. 

When the fact is made plain to the people that 
old end strong companies can not be made to pay 
the ad volorem tax, I do not believe they will be io 
favor of making the new companies pay any such 
tax. Thé@more especially so when it is shown to 
them that they at present share in a very large de- 
gree in the profitsmade in the operating of the roads 
in the jstate, : 

Aslam representing the particular interest of 
the Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railway 
company in this discussion, I ask attention to the 
particular SinjuStice to which this. discrimination 
Will subject this company. The East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railway extends in Georgia 
from the Tennessee line, near Chattanoogo, to 
Brunswick, and, with two branches at Rome and 
Cochran, is over 450 miles in length. Throughout 
its entire length it is iu direct competition with the 
Western and Atlantie and Central railroads. fhe 
ent re line covered by these two roads will be ex- 
empt irom this tax, exeept 100 mils of the 
latier between Atlanta and Macon. The Last Ten- 
nessee rornd will be subject to the tax over its en- 
tire length from the Tennessee line to Bruiswick, 
ronning through twenty-tw@ counties. Such a Gl>- 
crimination would be unfair and unequal, There 
are doubtiess elements of injustice and hardship, 
which would also fall undor this law on other 
roads in thestate. Ifthisequality did not invVotve 
any constitutional question, the fact of the ine - 
quality and discrimination between the roads ol the 
state, which would necessarily restlt from the pas- 
sage of this bill, ought to be sufiiciant to jusure its 
defeat. The very fundamental prineiple of our iaw 
and of our institutions is: that all Muterests sil- 
larly situated shall be equal Lefore thedaw. 

I submit, however, that this inequaélity maxes 
this bill unconstitutional. ; 

Article 7, section 2, paregraph 1 of the constitu- 
tion provides that ‘all taxation shail be, uniform 
upon the same class of subjects, ete.”” It will be 
conceded that all property necessary for tire opera- 
tion of railroads, constitutes a disinet classof the 
sibiects of taxation. Itis not only a dsitinct.class, 
but itis a peculiar class. It isan abso.ule require- 
ment of the constitution, that all taxation Upon 
this class shall be the same in Character and fate 
of taxation, otherwise it would not be uniform. 
Thesuprema court of the United Siatesin the tax 
cases in 92nd U. &. reports have determined in con- 
struing similar language in another constitution 
what is meant by this requirement of ‘‘uniformity.” 

If then the state has heretofore commitied itself 
by irrevocable and inviolable contracts to a certain 
rule and character of tuxation upon a iarge part of 
the railroad property of the state, (uamely,a cer- 
tain percentace of the income), it can under the 
foregoing provision to the constitution, only com- 
ply with the requirement ef uniformity in_ taxa- 
tion, by taxing the otherrailway property in the 
same way and tothe sameextent. If some roads 
are taxed by state aud county by assessments on 
property and the remaining roads are only taxed by 
the state on income, the taxation of this class of 
subjects is not *‘uniform.”’ 

It is contended in the argument that the nni- 
formity required by the constitution is a uniformity 
of the character of taxation and not the rate of tax - 
ation, and that this does not prevent one rate of 
taxation in one county and another rate of taxa- 
tion in another county. Itisof course trme that 
one county can assess a different rate of taxation 
from another county, but this does not conflict with 
the proposition that taxation must be uniform 
‘‘within the territorial limits of the authority levy- 
’ both as to character ‘of taxation 
and astorate of taxes. {fn other words, it would be 
unconstitutionalin the county of Bibb to collect a 
cotinty tax outof the East Tennessee railway and 
not @ollect it out of the Centralroaéd. The county 
of Bibb can levy andcollect @ difierent rate of 
tax frotg tbe county of Monroe, But it must collect 
the samé@¢ax trom one railroad Avithin its limits, as 
it collects from another railroa@ within its limits. 

But whether or not this qu@stion falls within the 
technical letter cf the @onstitution, it cer- 
tainly comes broadly # within its spirit. 
The intent of the ca@mstitution is that all 
the subjects of taxation within each class shall be 
taxed uniformly and thas po varticu‘ar subject in 
the class shall be requinméd to beara greater burden 
than another subjccééf the same ciass, This bill 


is ex- 


‘undoubtedly does vieFomce to this intent. 


In conclusion 1 bgp t@ suggest tothe committee 
that the time hascgme when the artificial antag- 
onism which has b@en engett¢ered between the peo- 
ple and the. railfoads shoul@ be done away with. 
Tiere should benosuch antagonism. The people 
could not prosper without the railroads, and the rail- 
roads certainly couid not exist without the support 
of the peoples Inthe proportion that the bnilding 
of railrcads & important to the welfareof the public 
—jn the pr@portion that the building awd operating 
of railroads increases the value of prope tty and aids 
in the .Gevelopment of the resoti&ces anc 
production and the commerce and wealth 
of the sfate—in the same proportion is it infgortant 
to invite and encourage the investments of Gapital 
in tlds important. enterprise, to avoid @hat 
whigh wi'l tend to drive it away.

Mr. Grady Makes a Magnificent Speech—Col- 
onel Northen’s Splendid Address—Six 
Thousand People Present. 


HAWKINSVILLE, Ga., August 22.—[Special.] 
A crowd of five or six thousand people met

Interesting Correspondence With President 
Northen on the Subject. 


Cotton bagging for cotton is the watchword 
and the problem now animating and confronting 
the farmers of Georgia. The foliowing correspond- 
ence explains itself and will be rcad with interest: 

SPARTA, Ga., August 17, 1889.—Mr. W. N, Mercier, 
Augusta, Ga.: Your letter calling my attention to 
sample of cotton cloth as suitable covering for cot- 
ton bales came during my absence from home. 

The cloth you sent me—thirty-six inches wide, 
two and three-quarter yards to the pound—is too 
light for foreign shipment «r for too much rough 
handling. I am sure it wil! answer admirably 
those farmers who are nearer the mills and who 
have the advantage ot selling their cotton without 
& great deal of rough usage. 

If you give me the names oftbe mills manufac? 
turing these goods, weight. prices, etc., I will take 
great pleasure in directing farmers who are near to 
manufacturers to this covering, and urge its use as 
a great help in the supply of cotton bagging, as I 
am sure every mill in the state will agree to receive 
cotton thus covered and pay the amount agreed as 
an adjustmentoftare.

If you can further induce your mil/s to furnish a 
heavy 10-inch duck or osnabur.s, the commitice 
would gladly recommend either of these fabrics as 
suitable covering and equal to the demands for 
foreign shipments, 

The pressure is notso much for lack of enough 
cotton bagging for Georgia for the season, as the 
lack of early delivery, Weare quite anxious that 
the supplyjsha'l be metso that there may be no 
shock in the businessinteresis of the state at the 
time our cotton- is usually put upon the market. 
Every good citizen should help in this effort, 

Several additional milla in the state—notably, 
Dalton and LaGrange—-have come to our help re~ 
cently, and the demand now is being rapidly met. 
Other mills need not fear an accumulation of un- 
Saleable goods, It will not be vossible now to 
make more than thé demand for adjacent states, I 
will give the mills all the needed aid in putting 
them in communication with demands from other 
States for any possible supply that may be above 
the demands for Georgia. 

It wili give me great pleasftre to direct orders to 
any mills that willcome to our aid in this deter- 
mined effort against the jute trust. We will whip 
it in Georgia assure asthe sunsbines, Truly, ete,

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Liverpool and the Jute Trust. 

It was to have been expected that the 
Liverpool cotton exchange, or association, 
would enter a demurrer to the use of cotton 
bagging in covering the cotton crop. Jute 
bagging and jute butts are among the most 
important products of the British empire, 
and it is not to be supposed that the Liver- 
pool or any other British association of cot- 
ton buyers will be in a hurry to indorse 
such a change in coiton wrapping as that 
contemplated by the southern planters 
through their alliances. 

On the other hand, it is not to be sup- 
posed that the American exchanges are go- 
ing to be at all backward in their indorse- 
ment of a wrapping which not only meets ail 
reasonable requirements, but which enables 
the farmers of the co‘ton states to break 
down an unjust and acruel monopoly. 

The objections set forth by the Liverpool 
exchange, or, rather, the questions asked 
by that exchange, which were intended to 
be in the nature of objections, have been 
fully answered by the New Onleans cotten 
exchange, and it is very certain that all 
other objections will be disposed of quite as 
effectually. All the southern exchanges 
have indorsed the cotton bagging as a mar- 
ketable wrapping, the southern ailiances 
have indorsed it, and, as we remarked yes- 
terday, jute bagging must go. 

The New York cotton exchange will act 
with the farmers and the southern ex- 
changes, and will adopt resolutions setting 
forth in strong terms its approval of the use 
of cotton bagging as a wrapping for cotton 
bales. ; 

As for the farmers, it will be seen ‘that 
they are in earnest about the matter, and, 
through the alliances, are working in a sys- 
tematic way that means a good deal more 
than fulminations through the newspapers. 
On thisline we print elsewhere some inter- 
esting correspondence between Hon. W. J. 
Northen, of the alliance, and Mr. W. N. 
Merceir, of Augusta, which will give some 
idea of the extent and character of the 
movement in favor of cotton bagying. 

In addition to all that has been done, the 
New Orleans cottcn exchange, having in 
view the welfare of the farmers who are 
fighting the trusts, proposes that a conven- 
tion representing the commercial interests 
of the cotton-growing region be held in that 
city onthe llth of September. It is in- 
tended that the proposed convention shal] 
consider the bagging question and agree 
upon a uniform method of adjusting the 
tare difficulty. 

As the Times-Democrat says, such a con- 
vention, composed of commercial men who 
thoroughly understand the situation, will 
afford the best and truest solution of the 
vexatious tare problem. The Liverpool 
cotton association has been described as a 
very conservative and slow-moving body, 
but it will move fast enough when it comes 
to realize the fact that not oniy the cotton 
growers, but the cotion buyers of this coun- 
try are bent on circumventing the jute 
trust. 

In other words, it will require fewer ar- 
guments than might be supposed to con- 
vince the British people that jute must go. 


Not Much. 

The New York Sun truly remarks that 
the south is not to be republicanized by a 
few parlor-car loads of republican visitors. 

This seetion could not be republicanized 
even if the republicans were to organize a 
campaign here and send some of their ablest 
spell-binders to enlighten us. The idea 
that the cause of republicanism in the south 
ean be advanced by means of a crusade con- 
ducted in parlor cars is one of those absurd 
whims that sometimes emanate from the 
brains of the kid-glove gentry. 

If the republicans really regard the south 
as inissionary ground, why is it that they 
have refused, during the past fifteen years, 
to send their campaigners and their stump 
speakers among us? They have threatened 
to do so on various occasions, but they have 
mever had any intention of that kind, and 
the proposition now to start a parlor-car 
crusade is a stupendous farce, 

How many times will THe ConstirTv- 
TION have to inform the decent people of 
the north—honest republicans among others 
—that the republican politicians have 
striven by all the means and machinery at 
their command to make and keep the south 
solid? We have shown time and again that 
the solidity, out of which the republicans 
make capital, is social and racial and not 
political, and we have made clear the trea. 
sonable motives of those who twist the situ- 
ation into a matter of sectionalism. 

There is no hope that any political move- 
ment will dissolve or divide the solid south, 
for politics do not touch the core of the 
matter; but if there were any such hope, 
we should presently find all the republican 
politicians.protesting against a remedy that 
would deprive them of their sectional] atti- 
tude and arguments.

Statistics for Mrs. Canfield. 


Some statistics concerning crime among the 
negroes published some time agoin the Age- Herald 
of Birmingham, Ala., were very suggestive, and 
afford an interesting study for those whogive at- 
tention to the progress and developmeut of that 
race. 

It was shown, in the first place, that there are 7% 
times as Many negroes as whites in the Alabama 
penitentiary, notwithstanding that according tothe 
census of 1880 there were 62,185 more whites than 
negroes inthe State, out of a total population of 
1,262,188, wa 

It was further shown that 72 per cent of the 
blacks in the Alabama penitentiary are under 30 
years of age, and Consequently were brougbt up 
under freedom. 

Ofeleven negroes convicted of forgery, nine are 
under 30 years of age, there being only fifteen con- 
victs charged with that crime in the penitentiary. 

Of the fifty-five convicts charged with crimes 
against wemen fcr.y-nine are negroes and forty of 
them under 30 years of age. 

Mr. Cable has used the fact of the great prepond- 
erance of negroes in southern penitentiaries to prove 
his charge that the whites in this section oppress 
the blacks, and agreat many pious people at the 
north accept the view of the situation, and it is con- 
sequently useless to approach them with these 
figures. 

But waving all consideration of the disparagement 
in the number oefnegros and white convicts, the 
fact thatthe large majority of negro convicts are 
young causes a sadrefiection. Tho further fact that 
so many of them who have learned 'o write are con- 
victed of the crime of forgery issadder still. The 
theory of white oppression dves not mend the matter 
in thisinstance. It shows that the negroes who 
have been brought up free are more prone to crime 
than their ex-slave fathers, ard thata larze number 
of those who have received some degree of education 
turn it to account for criminal practices. 

We have an abiding fulthin the elevating power 
of edueation and would not argue from these figures 
that the negro isnot to be educated. Of course, 
there can be no kind of ad- 
vancement for him without edu- 
cation. No people steeped in ignorance can be cx~ 
pected to rise above barbarity. But this is what 
these figures teach—thatsuch education as it is pos- 
sible to give the negroes for several gencrations 
is not going to elevate them tothe moral standard 
of good citizenship, and education as asolution to 
the race problem is therefore impracticable avd not 
to be considered. 

A mere knowledge of the spelling book and mul- 
tipiication table is not sufficient to make good citi- 
zens of a people who know uothing of the disgrace 
of penal servitude and among whom female vir.ue 
bears no premium. 

It is very doubtful ifit were .possible to bestow a 
classical education on every piecaninny in the land 
that the result would in the ove generation clevate 
the race morally.

SENATE, 


There wos a discussion of some warmth in the 
senate yesterday when the bill to sell the ole eapi~- 
tol came up as the special order. 

The discu sion wasonamotion to displace the 
special order that it might come up today with the 
bill for the lease of the building to the confederate 
yeterans for tweuty years, 

When the bill for the sale was read Senator Bart- 
lett moved to amend by fixing aminimum price of 
$125,000. 

Senator Gibbs moved to amend by making the 
minimum $200,000, which Senator Bartlett accepted. 
The amended amendment fixing the minimum 
price at $200,(00 wasthen put to the vote and lost. 

Senator Bartlett then offered an amendment to 
require the advertisement fer one hundred days in- 
stead of sixty, which was adc. pted. 

He then moved to displace the special order and 
make it the special order for today immediatcly 
afterthe callofthe roll, and to include in that 
special order the bill to lease the old capitol to the 
confederate veterans’ association fortwenty years. 
This was done, he said, in order that there might be 
an alternative measure before the senate and for the 
disposition of the property, and if not satisfied with 
one it might adopt the other. 

Senator Boyd seid that the senate had made up its 
mind on the subject, and there was no reason for 
postponement. If there wasa better bill he asked 
why it could not be offered as a substitute. 

Senator Bartlett said the other biil labored under 
the disadvantage ofan adverse report and he did 
not want it to come up handicapped. 

Senator Massengale supported the motion to dis- 
place the special order. He thought the oid capitol 
was worth $200,000. It cost $263,000. What was the 
necessity for sellingit? He favored the bill to lease 
it to the Confederate Veterans’ association. It was 
said to be a bill tounded on sentiment. That was 
true,a sentiment one of the noblest that ever 
moyed the human breast. He read an extraet 
from the Augusta Chronicle which stated thata 
syndicate which bad offered $125.000 for the capitol 
last year Was now seheming toget it for mothing 
and claimed it was not worth $50,000. 

Senator Storther said he was one of the confeder- 
ate veteraus himself, and urged that the bill be 
postponed in order that they might at least have a 
heariug ou the other bill. Hespoke of the use of 
the building for a collection of confederate relies 
which would be hinded down as heir looms to the 
oming generations when the old soldiers were 
camping on the Elysian fields where all brave men 
went when they die. 

Senator Lyle, wnose questions ever hang like an 
incubus over Mr. Strother’s eloguence, asked him 
please to state what kind of cloth was woven in the 
looms to which he referred, 

renator S. R. Harris, who was a confederate 
soldier three years nine months and five days, saw 
no reason why the old capitol should be leased to 
the contederrte veterans, 

Senator Bradwell asked Senator Bartlett if the 
minority report favoring the lease of the building to 
the confederates had yet been brought in. 

When informed that it had not, he said that on 
the old Ango Saxon vrincipie of dairness the con- 
sideratioa of this bill ought to be postponed. 

Senator Julian was a confederate veteran, and 
had talked witha great many ofthem. They told 
him they did not want tne old capitol. He thought 
it was fime to put money in the treasury instead of 
taking it out. The legislature had spent so much 
that the rate of taxation would have to 
be raised, The confederates had been paid $200; - 
000 in the last yearandthe money paid to them 
that way would do them much more good than to 
make a home ofthe old capitol. He thought the 
stute was doing well by the veterans. 

Senator Bartlett asked if ninety-nine one-hund- 
redths of the veterans were not tax-payers? 

Senator Julian thought they were. 

Senator Gibbs said the records of the executive 
office showed that only $160,000 had been paid to 
veterans. 

Se: ator Boyd asked if it would be agreeable to 
Senator Barilett to postpone until Wednesday, 
and the senator was agreeable. Accordingly 
Senator Boyd made an amendment to that ettect, 
and it was put to the vote and carried; 80 both bills 
willecome up Wednesday immediately after the 
reading of the journal. 

There was a brief discussion between Sena- 
tors Hail and W. O. Jolinison on the latter gentle- 
wan’s bill making it a misdemeanor for minors to 
eutera barroom or to misrepresent their ages in 
order to obtain liquor. 

Senator Hall opposed the billon the ground that 
it would protect the barkceper. If it were jassed, 
the minor entering a barroom would heve his lips 
sealed by the fear of prosecution and would not av- 
pear as a witness against the man who had 
violated the law in gelling him liquor. 

Senator Johnson said the fear of the penalty 
would keep the minor out of the barroom. As it is 
now a minor will not testify against the barkecper. 

The bill was put to the vote and lost.

It 
is thirty-six feet front, and he wanted me to 
ruin it by selling him fifteen feet of it. You 
see that would only leave me twenty one feet 
front, not enough to be of anv use whatever. I 
refused, and then Mr. Mur) hy through Cap- 
tain Krouse, sent me word, aiier he had be- 
gun building these shanties, that he would sell 
me his lot for S560 advance on what he paid 
for ita week or two ago. Of course I wouidn’t 
do that, and asthe other people on the sireet 
were as indignant as I was, we just concluded 
to appeal to the courts for protection from the 
nuisance.

The-main obstacle in the way of the issuing 
of the paper is the lack of funds with which to 
put it on a living footing. It is thoughtand be- 
lieved, however, by colored men who areina 
position to know, that there will be little 
trouble in raising the funds necessary to start 
the paper. 

It will be strictly republican in politics, and, 
so far as can be learned, will be conducted in 
an honest and dignified plan which will be un- 
objectionable to all right-thinking people. 

The meeting last night was only the first 
start, and those who participated in it pledged 
themselves not to divulge any of the actions of 
the promoters of the scheine uutil their plans 
were perfected and fully matured.

In appearance the motor cars are very much 
a common street car. They are painted 
w beautiful yellow, with gold trimmings and 
orange shadings, The trimmings, such as 
handles, locks, ete., are of polished brays, On 
the sides of the motors are the words, in 
artistic letters, ‘Inman Park,” and near the 
bottom, ‘Atlanta and Edgewood Street Kail- 
way Co.”’ 

‘Lhe interior finish is of oak, with comfort. 
able cane seats. Kight incandescent cicctric 
hgnts illuminate the cars, and with the excepe- 
tion of these there is noting on the inside dif- 
ferent from a streetcar. The steps are pro- 
vided with rubber cushions, und on each 
platform there isan upright cylinder with a 
crank at the top, by means of which the speed 
is regulated. On top of the motor is a pole at 
an angle of about forty-five degrees, which 
connects by a trolley wheel with the cable 
above. Thecurrent is transmitted from the 
cable over this steel rod or pole, to the batte— 
ries underneath the car, 

‘his machinery is all well protected from 
the weather and dust, and guards 
are placed at the ends of the car to Keep stones 
and other objects from coming in contact 
With the batteries. 

The car, with the directors of the company 
and other guerts, in charge of Mr. Joc! Hurt, 
left Pryor strect at 5:15 o’clock. At 5:50 
o’clock it was at Iniman park. 

On the way ont the conductor in charge 
showed the party how perfectiy the mo- 
tor was under the control of the Operator. 
One slight turn of the little crank at the end 
of ihe car would stop it almost instantly, and 
Without any perceptible jar. 

The smoothness and ease with which the 
motor could be started and stopped creaicd a 
great deal of enthusiasm among the passengers. 
Going down grade the operator cvuld 
regulate the speed to almost ab 
snail’s pace, and on the steepest grade 
the motor, with its heavy load, could be 
stopped and started again without the least 
diiticulty. 

No matier at what speed the motor went, it 
would go just as fast and smoothly up hill as 
down hill or on.a@ leye!, and it was alinost en- 
tirely noiseless, There is scarcely any sound at 
all made by the motor itself, and the tracks are 
Jaid on stone pillars, which completely kills 
the sound of the wheels. 

The directors, as we!l as all others who rode 
on the car, were delighted with the success of 
the electric system. 

Mr. Hurt was all smiles. He was even hap- 
pier than the day when the opening of Edge- 
wood avenue was celebrated. . When the party 
arrived at Inman park, he showed them 
through the handsome and = convenient 
offices and carhouse of the company. 
Every convenience for the handling of 
the cars wus there, and likethe cars them- 
selyes, tho trucks and other apparatus were all 
manipulated by electricity. .A model street 
railway system in every particular. 

After these buildings had been visited, the 
party returnep to the city. dhe whole trip 
was accomplished without the least thishap, 
and forty minutes was the time consuined. 

When the motor arrived at Pryor street the 
crowd blocked Edgewood avenue froim Pryor 
tolvy. All were anxious to see the success of 
the new system, and many of the most promi- 
nent people of the city were among the specta- 
tors. 

“We are very inuch gratified with .the road, 
so far as we have experimented with it,’’ said 
Mr. Joel Hurt, when the party had left the 
car. ‘‘We have been delayed along timeon 
account of the pavibg and other things, but we 
are now assured that the belgians block will be 
laid as fast as possible. When thisis done the 
whole thing will be absolutely complete. 

‘‘There are several little details that we will 
look after today, and on Saturday and Sunday 
we will] be’ prepared to carry ail who want to 
go to Inman park.

DR. FELTON SPEAKS, 
offered this motion 
sider,’ said Dr, Felton, ‘with but 
one object in  view—to lease the 
Western and Atlantic reilroad, and to remove 
the obstacles in the way of alease. I believe 
we have seen in the wrangle over this amend- 
ment, Mr. Chairman, a specimen in miniature 
of what we may expect if the bids for this 
lease are subinitted for discussion to the house.

If 
this amendment is adopted, and the question 
as to which lease shall be adopted is left open 
for discussion in this house, there will be an 
interminable wrangle. It would ultimately, 
sir, defeat this bill, and break up the project 
which you have now so well perfected. Talk 
about expense, Mr. Chairiman—the length of 
this session would be doubled. There are 
members of this house that would stay here at 
work for months in order to sell this road. 
Then, sir. there would be contending interetis 
and corrupt influences. Who can tell what 
would be the result? One ether point, sir. If 
you will examine this bill you will fiad that 
little discretiou is left the board. 
Even, sir, if those were un- 
trustworthy men, the bill is carefully 
guarded. Other things being equal, sir, the 
lonecest term bid 1s to be preferred. The time 
being equal, sir, that bid is to be taken that 
ejfers the most money, let that bidder come 
frein where he may. The provisions are sim- 
ple. They leave nothing, sir, to be misinter- 
preted by error or corruption. Wemay be in 
session when these bids are ready to be consid- 
ered, aud we may not. Ifthis amendment is 
passed, I have no doubt that efforts would be 
made to extend the session in orderto have 
the legislature consider these bids.

OVER 


THE APPOINTIENT OF A NE- 
GRO JANITOR, 


Marshal Nelms Makes an Appointment on 
Colonel Buck's Recommendation and 
There is a Controversy Over It. 


There are wars and rumors of wars in the 
republican camp. 

The cause of the difficulty is a negro who 
Was appointed by Marshal Nelms at the ear- 
nest solicitation of Colonel Buck. 

When the United States court officers were 
moved fronrthe pestoflice building to their 
present quarters, Marshal Nelms found it 
would be necessary to have two watchmen. 
He notified the authorities in Washington the 
névessity and asked for instructions. In reply 
he was told to appoint any two good men that 
suited him. 

Colonel Buck hearing of the newly created 
positions asked Marshal Nelms to appoint two 
negroes, Jackson McHenry and Wimbish. 
The marshal, however. had several weeks 
Jouger to serve under his appointment by the 
democratic adminisjration,and he told Colonel 
Buck he preferred to have white men and 
democrats forthe places. He then appointed 
two men named Thomas and Smith as night 
watchmen, at the same time telling them that 
his term of oftice expired the first of July 
aud after that date they would probably be 
turned out by the republicans. 

On the eleventh of July, Colonel Buck again 
requested the appointment of Wimbish and 
McHenry. Marshal Nelms knew that his 


term had expired, thathis oftice belonged to | 


the republicans and he was only there util 
his successor could be appointed. He, there- 
fore, told Colonel Buck that any two men he 
could youch for should have the places. 


Colonel Buck guaranted his men and both 
Judge Newman and Marshal Nelms consented 
to the change. 

The appointment excited the wrath of 
Henry A. Rucker, the negro barber and poli- 
tician. He thought that the hard work lhe 
had done for the republican party, entitled 
him to a voice in the appointments of the two 
watchmen, Finding that Colonel Buck did 
not agree with him, he determined to niake 
trouble. 

He discovered that Wimbish had been tried 
and convicted of stealing a piece of bacon in 
Griffin, and had been sentenced to 
pay a small fine. He made a statement 
of these facts and forwarded thein to 
the attorney-general. He, however, omitted 
to say in his report that evidence had been 
procured after the trial which proved that 
Wimbish was in another part of the city of 
Griftin when the bacon was stolen, and that on 
the representation of the facts Governor Gor- 
don had signed a pardon for Wimbish restoring 
him to all rights, which was dated the 16th of 
April. 

Last week Marshal Nelms received a letter 
from the attorney-general asking if he kuew 
when he made the appointment that Wimbish 
had been convicted of stealing. 

The marshal wrote in reply that he knew 
nothing about the man. He had appointed 
him at the earnest request of the head of the 
republican party in Georgia, and he would re- 
fer the question to him. Inthe meantime hé 
would wait to act until he received instruc- 
tions froin Washington. 

soon as Colonel Buck 
charges against Wimbish sent 
Griffin to have the matter 
investigated. Several days ago he received 
replies in the form of aftidavits from some of 
the most prominent men in Griffin, saying 
that Wimbish had always born a good charac- 
ter, and the story of the stolen bacon was gen- 
erally considered a trumped-up charge to in- 
jure him, started by seme of the colored people 
who weie jealous of him. Among the signers 
of the affidavits were Loyd Cleveland, Thomas 
R. Mills and Thomas W. Thurman. 

The real state of the case with these aftida- 
vits were forwarded to Washington, and a 
reply from the attorney-general is expected 
tomorrow. 

Rucker had very little to say about the mat- 
ter yesterday, except that he had sent the re- 
port on to Washington. 

Colonel Buck said, when questioned: 

“Of course I had never heard cf the charges 
against Wimbish when 1 asked for his appoint- 
ment. These aftidavits, however, go to show 
that he ig not so very bad after all. They have 
have been sent on to Washington, and Dr. 
Nelms will be guided in his future action en 
tirely by the directions he receives from head- 
quarters.”’ 

Colonel Buck also intimated that Rucker’s 
chance of ever having any of his friends ap- 
pointed to positions by the republican party 
would in the future be very slim.

‘*They are quite as well qualified,’’ said Mr. 
Lamar, “‘but not so well situatéd to do such 
things.

These and other touching expressions were 
uttered above the bier of Colonel Adolph 
Brandt yesterday by his old pastor, Rey. Dr. 


Levi, who knew and lieved him at his boy- 


hood’s home in Augusta long ago. 

Following this was a brilliantly painted 
sketch of the life of the deceased, showing in 
glowing words how he had mounted by strides 
the ladder of fame and usefulness. 

But the closing expressions were thrillingly 
pathetic. 

“He loved the name of - Israel because it 
it means ‘a prince of God.’ He loved the 
name of Hebrew because it meant to him ‘to 
pass over with the advance guard of progress!’ 
Again I say a prince has fallen! Speak, yon- 
der orphan asylum and declare how he kept 
the commandments in succoring the weak and 
caring for the fatherless. Adolph—brother— 
friend. The widow and the orphan shall be 
the mediators at the bar of judgment.”’ 

A TOUCHING TESTIMONIAL. 

Following Dr. Levi came Rev. Dr. Louis 
Son, superintendent of the Hebrew orphan 
asylum. Among other touching remarks he 
exclaimed: 

**May the portals of heaven open wide. wide 
to welcome you! May the God of Abraham, 
of Isaac and of Jacob receive you! 1tMay the 
memory of what you have done for your race 


|and for humanity at large endure forever! 


May the remembrance of what you leave and 
have left behind you be a guiding star for all 
ofus who mourn your loss! Amen.” 

Through the solemn hush that had fallen 
upon the great throng of spectators came sighs 
and sobs from many a  sorrowing heart, 
and tears dimmed many an eye unaccustomed 
to weeping. 

It was asad scene. As Dr. Levi concluded 

the beautiful Hebrew service with an appro- 
priate prayer, the Fourth Artillery band began 
@ mournful dirge. and out into the bright 
summer sunshine marched those whose sad 
task it was to bear the body to its last resting 
place. : 
Atlanta and Calanthe divisons, U. R. K. of 
P., members of the Knights of Pythias, 
menbers of the grand lodge and 
of the local lodges of the Indepeadent 
Order of Odd Fellows, members of the 
Independant Order B’nai Brith, members of

Ladies’ Tuesday Afternoon ciub, connected 
with the asylum; a beautiful star of tube roses 
and choice flowers; a harp of flowers and ever- 
greens; a star and crescent and a cushion of 
white blossoms with the initials ‘‘A. B." in 
purple immortelles.

Then camethe Uniformed Knights of Pythias, 
commanded by Major Hunnicutt, their hand- 
some uniforms, nodding plumes and flashing 
swords lending a military air tothe occasion, 
and, with the beautiful banner preserted to 
Capital City lodge by Colonel Brandt in May, 
1887, bond in crape.

A long line of carriages and a 
large crowd of men, women and children 
swelied the ranks of the procession.

Clay Smith announced the death of Colonel 
Adolph Brandt. 

Judge Van Epps said: 

This court aud its officers have heard thean- 
nouncement of the death of Coloiel Adolph Brandt 
with derp aud unafiected sorrew. He was, in al! 
his professional relations, a lawyer of unimpexch- 
able iutexrity and purity ot character. His warm 
heart had compelled the warm aficction of all his 
professional brethren. His handsome face is now 
hidden from our view by the impenetrable veil of 
death; his genial warmth of manner and glad 
laughter will no longer enliven the dull routine of 
court business, His eloquent speech will 
no more be lifted in these halls. I suppose no 
lawyer, tjalling out of our ranks, would leave a 
deeper sense of regret and sorrow ip the bosom of 
friends, than Coionel Brandt’s death leaves among 
his acquaintances, for all who knew him reckoned 
him as a friend, and mourn his death as a personal 
bereavement.
